It Pays To Listen 

To The Mice That Roar

When it comes to storage, there are plen- 
ty of heavy hitters, from IBM and HP to 
EMC and Hitachi. But, like any good base- 
ball team, beyond the high-profile players 
there are upstarts that glow with potential. 

According to Pete Gerr, an analyst with 
the Enterprise Storage Group, there are 
many smaller companies worth watching in 
the storage market. He pointed to a handful 
of vendors that should pique interest be- 
cause they offer affordable products that 
are specifically geared toward small to 
midsized enterprises. 

"Users tend to stick to trusted vendors, and 
that means big names," says Gerr. "But it's 
worth looking at smaller vendors, too, because 
they're doing such a good job bringing out 
interesting products." Here's a sampling that 
have storage analysts such as Gerr intrigued. 




FalconStor Software & Wenzel Data 

FalconStor develops industrial- strength 
network storage infrastructure software 
that's deployed by a range of companies, 
from the corporate sector to the education 
arena. Gerr notes that the company has 
done an excellent job attracting some major 
systems OEMs to resell its products, as 
well as forging partnerships that add to its 
product line effectively. 

Recently, FalconStor expanded its relation- 
ship with Storage Elements, the data storage 
division of Wenzel Data, a Linux, Windows, 
Mac, and Unix networking storage company. 
Although keeping the relationships and com- 
pany names straight gets tricky in such situa- 
tions, there's only one name to really remem- 
ber: the Core UX Storage Server. 

Powered by FalconStor, the server is 
specifically designed to provide SMEs with 



network storage services to help protect 
data and accelerate backup and recovery.

I Intel Outlines Dual-Core Roadmap 

Intel used its Intel Developer Forum to 
unveil its roadmap for dual-core chips to be 
released beginning in 2005. The company 
said its lineup includes Yonah, a 65nm 
mobile processor with two cores. Also com- 
ing next year is Montecito, a 90nm server 
chip with two Itanium 2 cores. Also coming 
is a dual-core desktop and 32-bit server chip. 
The company demonstrated working 
Montecito and dual-core desktop chips but 
declined to be more specific about when 
they will be available. 

I Texas Instruments Lowers Q3 Forecast 

Texas Instruments joined the growing cho- 
rus of chipmakers lowering their estimates 
for the third quarter, citing reduced demand 
for cell-phone chips and growing inventories. 
The company cut its forecast range from $3.2 
billion to $3.44 billion in revenues to $3.1 
billion to $3.24 billion. Earnings per share 
are expected to be 27 cents to 29 cents, com- 
pared with the previous range of 26 cents to 
29 cents. Intel, Freescale Semiconductor, 
TriQuint, Altera, Cypress, and IDT have also 
lowered estimates. 

I Ex-Banker Gets 18 Months In Prison 

Frank Quattrone, the former high-flying 
tech IPO banker, was sentenced to 18 
months in prison for his conviction for 
obstructing a government investigation into 
suspected kickbacks for the hottest stock 
offerings of the 1990s. 



I Intel Launches WiMax Chip 

Intel took the wraps off Project Rosedale, 
a wireless chip that will be at the heart of 
equipment used to create WiMax wireless 
networks across metropolitan networks. The 
chip combines all the functions necessary to 
create a WiMax network, except the radio, 
which would extend wireless broadband 
access as far as 10 miles. The company is 
shipping samples to customers now and 
expects production in 2005. Intel anticipates 
the first WiMax networks could begin 
deployment in 2006. Over time, Intel antici- 
pates the wireless broadband networks will 
disrupt the DSL and cable modem businesses. 

I Acer Takes Another Stab 
At U.S. PC Market 

Taiwan's Acer said it would try to enter the 
U.S. and Chinese PC markets again after bail- 
ing out of those markets in the 1990s. The 
world's fifth-largest PC maker said the time is 
ripe for the company to re-enter the markets 
thanks to surges in popularity in other mar- 
kets and new management. The company has 
named Gianfranco Lanci as its president. 
China is the second-largest PC market, and 
Acer's goal is to hit No. 3 worldwide. 

I Oracle's Bid For PeopleSoft 
Hurting Its Image 

Oracle's hostile bid to buy PeopleSoft is 
hurting the database software company's 
image among corporate computer buyers, 
according to a report from Techtel. The 



company said one in four information tech- 
nology professionals have a low regard for 
the company. Less than 50% of the 765 
participants said they trust Oracle, while 
80% said they trust IBM. Oracle's image 
was the worst in 12 years. 

I Jobs Back At Work Soon At Apple 

Steve Jobs is expected to return to work this 
month at Apple as he recovers from surgery. 
Jobs underwent successful surgery for pan- 
creatic cancer in July and had been working 
from his hospital bed. Apple, meanwhile, is 
being run by operations chief Tim Cook. 

I Motorola Aims 

To Spice Up Phone Design 

Motorola CEO Ed Zander had lit a fire 
under his teams designing mobile phones so 
that they come up with more stylish designs 
to compete with rivals such as Samsung and 
Nokia. Cell phone users tire of an existing 
model in less than two years, making it criti- 
cal for designers to stay on the forefront of 
consumer tastes. In the fourth quarter, 
Motorola plans on unveiling a dozen new 
handsets at varying prices. 

I Seagate Raises Earnings Forecast 

Recovering from previous overcapacity 
problems, Seagate Technology raised its 



estimates for earnings to 6 cents to 8 cents a 
share on revenue of $1.48 billion to $1.52 bil- 
lion for the first fiscal quarter ending Oct. 1. 

I IBM Plans On Using 
Dual-Core Opterons 

IBM plans to use Advanced Micro Device's 
dual-core Opteron chip for its e325 server for 
high-performance computing in 2005. The 
e326 will be available with current Opteron 
chips in the next week and will use the dual- 
core versions in mid-2005. 

I HP Launches New Storage Equipment 

HP unveiled its StorageWorks XP 12000 
Disk Array based on Hitachi's 32-petabyte 
technology in a bid to regain share in the 
storage market. HP was the No. 1 vendor of 
storage after acquiring Compaq, but EMC 
surpassed HP in Q2, partly due to a dearth of 
new products from HP in storage. 

I Cisco To Launch 
Broad Range Of Products 

Cisco said it plans to release twice as many 
products in 2004 as it ever has in its history. 
CEO John Chambers said it hopes to boost 
market share in key categories by five points 
during the year and will offer a wide range of 
new routers. Among the new categories will 
be low-end routers for business accounts.

The Tape Storage Battle 
Has Begun, Again

Ladies and gents, it's time to 
ring the bell for another round of 
sparring between tape storage 
heavyweights. The first points to 
be tallied go to Certance, which 
released its newest LTO-3 drives 
within weeks of the rollout of 
LTO-3 licenses and months 
before analysts expected them to 
hit the market. 

Certance, a division of Sea- 
gate, has been duking it out 
with Quantum Technology over 
the tape storage market for years. 
A successor to Digital Equip- 
ment Corporation's storage divi- 
sion, Quantum holds the rights to 
the DLT and SuperDLT stan- 
dards, in direct competition with 
LTO. 

The new release from Certance 
is one of many in the back-and- 
forth cycle of one-upsmanship 
that has been going on for years 
between LTO and DLT stan- 
dards. The cycle is a boon to the 
data center, which has seen expo- 
nential increases in tape capacity 
and transfer rates during the past 
half-decade. 

LTO 

This time, LTO-2 users are 
going to see capacity and data 



transfer rates double with an 
upgrade to the third generation of 
LTO. LTO-3 features 400GB of 
native capacity, with data trans- 
fer rates from 80Mbps to 
160Mbps depending on compres- 
sion. The transition from LTO-2 
should be smooth, with the new 
LTO-3 drives offering both read 
and write backward-compatibili- 
ty with LTO-2 tapes. The new 
standard even provides some 
backward-compatibility with 
LTO-1, allowing users to at least 



read these tapes with their newer 
drives. 

Released in August, the Cer- 
tance CL 800 is the first model to 
feature these new specs. Priced at 
approximately $6,000, the new 
unit comes in internal, external, 
or rackmount form with an Ultra 
160 SCSI interface. (Fibre Chan- 
nel drives are expected by year's 
end.) Because LTO technology is 
under development with the 
cooperation of a number of man- 
ufacturers, buyers should have 
the opportunity to choose among 
a number of LTO-3 devices as 
soon as manufacturers such as HP 
and IBM follow Certance's lead.

This is in contrast with Quan- 
tum's proprietary SDLT technolo- 
gy, which is released through the 
company and a few of its select 
partners. Now Quantum has some 
catching up to do as its most up- 
to-date standard, SDLT 600, has 
only a 300GB native storage ca- 
pacity and a data transfer rate of 
72Mbps. The company doesn't 
plan on rolling out an update until 
next year, when it promises to 
double the capacity. But the early 
release of LTO-3 licensing shows 
that it is possible to advance tape 
storage more quickly than expect- 
ed. It still remains to be seen 
whether Quantum is as nimble 
as the LTO consortium of re- 
searchers, though. 

No matter how long the wait, 
it won't do much to improve 
SDLT's market share. LTO is al- 
ready winning the battle for tape 
supremacy. Forecasting from 
Freeman Reports estimates that by 
the end of the year, DLT/SDLT 
equipment sales will only reach 
$559 million, compared to LTO 
revenue of $886 million. 

Quantum's SDLT 600 does 
still have a couple of advan- 
tages over LTO-3. The most ob- 
vious is affordability, coupled 
with newly released support for 
WORM. Last month Quantum 
extended WORM support free of 
charge to all of its SDLT 600 
products through the installation 
of its new DLTice software. 
LTO-3 is still lacking this criti- 
cal feature, with developers 
promising WORM support in the 
very near future. 
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What About LTO-2? 



The onward march of tape technol- 
ogy won't leave all of you LTO-2 
users in the dust for some time. 
Certance has reassured users that 
it continues to innovate affordable 
tape solutions right alongside its 
cutting-edge selections. 

And because actions speak loud- 
er than words, the company 
chose to use the announcement 
of its first LTO-3 drive as an 
opportunity to concurrently launch 
a new line of LTO-2 products.

(NOTE: The Department of Commerce defines ecommerce sales as transactions over the Internet, an extranet, 
an Electronic Data Interchange network such as those used by large retail firms, by email, or by any other online 
system. Payment does not have to be made online for sales to qualify as e-commerce.) 

Note that in Q1 2004 and Q4 2003, e-commerce made up 1 .9% of all retail spending. Although at first 
glance this indicates that e-commerce sales are on the wane, experts note that a dip like this is fully 
expected, as the first and fourth quarters of any year are heavily marked by holiday shopping. A care- 
ful review of the chart above shows that e-commerce spending rose 7.8% year-over-year in Q2 2004. 

In a separate report released by Forrester Research in early August, e-commerce sales are said to 
grow to $1 44 billion in 2004 and a whopping $31 6 billion in 201 0. 

The moral of the story? Get your firm online, and if it's already there, expand its presence for a larger 
piece of the e-commerce pie.

So does Nielsen//NetRatings. In late August, the 
Web analytics firm reported that workers spent 



nearly triple the amount of time that home users 
spent on the Internet in July, or roughly 76 and 
26 hours, respectively. 

What's more, workers saw roughly double the 
number of domains as home users and had 
double the number of unique sessions.

Boosted Offerings For SMEs & 
Partnering Bolster Core Strengths

Storage technology options 

have proliferated. But where does 
this leave the SME network manag- 
er who doesn't have the staff or the 
budget to take advantage of the lat- 
est and greatest storage products? 

Big gun storage vendors have 
busied themselves adding technolo- 
gies to their portfolios during the 
past few years either through acqui- 
sition or internal R&D. However, 
leading vendors must also convince 
their SME customers that they can 
scale their latest technologies, 
prices, and services for the SME. 

Meeting the needs of the SME is 
something that leading storage 
provider EMC claims is a crucial 
element in its business plan. "SMEs 
have historically had limited 
options in the past. Most vendors 
[attempted to accommodate them] 
by trying to give them stripped- 
down versions of their higher-end 
enterprise products without the 
complexity of those products," says 
Ken Steinhardt, EMC's director of 
technology analysis. "We took a 
very different approach at EMC 
during the past couple of years." 



EMC's product drive for 
SMEs has comprised boost- 
ing the ease-of-use of its 
products that do not require 
training and additional staff to 
administer, such as its Visual- 
SRM and VisualSAN lines. "These 
products have a lot of intuitive 
functions built right in, features that 
in the past would have required a 
separate storage administrator," 
says Steinhardt. "A systems admin- 
istrator often needs to do all of the 
tasks associated with a network 
[alone], so these products were 
designed to be very easy and eco- 
nomically priced so SMEs might 
look at storage as something very 
easy to maintain and integrate." 

Meanwhile, the burden is on 
EMC to prove that its offerings 
now meet the needs of the SME, 
which has not always been the case 
in the past, says Brian Babineau, an 
analyst for the Enterprise Strategy

Group. "They have been lacking in 
the technology department [for 
SMEs] and have caught up finally 
about 12 months ago. Some of the 
hiccups have been that their prod- 
uct line has been challenged to 
scale on price/performance down 
to the SME," Babineau says. 
"EMC is trying to rectify that with 
Windows-based solutions, since 
previously the products would cost 
too much and were too complicat- 
ed to implement." 

EMC's Case For The SME 

Specifically, Steinhardt says 
EMC's mission to invigorate its

SME offerings has largely been 

based on a three-pronged approach. 

"First, prices were made attractive 

for this segment [while retaining 

functionalities] without taking a 

high-end product and stripping 

it down. The entry prices for this 

product start at around $5,000, 

for example," Steinhardt says. 

"Second, we were able to make our 

products easy to install but also to 

use and manage so that if someone 

has never dealt with storage before, 

they could probably install products 

in less than one hour and have it 

fully operational and then manage it 

with wizard-based management 

tools." 

Third, EMC has sought to imple- 
ment and bundle preinstalled soft- 
ware in its offerings. "We added 
things like data replication, so cus- 
tomers can do things like back up 
while keeping systems live, which 
is equally important to small busi- 
nesses [as it is for large enterprises], 
especially someone who needs to 
get 24-hour use on a Web site, for 
example," Steinhardt says. "So by 
building in some of the manage- 
ment functions, tools, and data 
replication software as standard- 
included so that customers do not 
have to do separate installations and 
implementations, worry about inte- 
gration, etc., we have made it more

attractive for small to medium-sized 
customers to have successful instal- 
lations at low costs." 

Partner Central 

EMC's efforts to boost technolo- 
gies for SMEs while making its 
offerings more affordable and easi- 
er to manage have coincided with 
third-partner partnerships to boost 
its noncore strengths. "We try not to 
be something we're not and will 
partner with the other best-in-class 
organizations that are appropriate 
across the rest of the IT spectrum. 
We will continue to partner rather 
than compete with those best-in- 
class companies that make servers, 
operating systems, databases, and 
networks and communications 
products," Steinhardt says. "Our 
approach is to be best-in-class for 
all of the storage information 
aspects of IT and then to partner lit- 
erally with all of the major players." 

Steinhardt declined to specify 
which partner was EMC's most 
critical. However, Babineau noted 
that Dell was EMC's largest part- 
ner and the most important for its 
SME offerings. "Dell offers a low- 
cost IT alternative, and EMC adds 
its efficiencies to Dell's low-end 
storage market. It is also the best 
thing EMC has done for SMEs 
because now you don't have to do 
[storage] business with EMC, but 
you can do it with Dell [which] 
you buy your servers and PCs 
from," Babineau says. "Bringing 
products to market to help support 
Dell in its channels is an area in 
which they have spent some time 
and education to help customers 
understand the benefits of that."

For Software Leasing' 



? 



It's Not For All, But It Offers Cash Flow 
Benefits To Smaller Companies

Anyone who has ever looked at 

the economics of leasing a car or a 
piece of business machinery knows 
the basic logic behind it. In return 
for a higher overall cost of owner- 
ship, a business can reduce its ini- 
tial investment and move the cost 
from a capital item that requires it 
to be depreciated to a normal 
expense that can be taken directly 
against revenue. 

Software leasing, otherwise 
known as subscription pricing, may 
be less well known, but it is another 
option for smaller businesses. 
"Subscription-based [software] has 
been around for a long time," says 
Julie Giera, a vice president at 
Forrester Research. "It goes back 
probably 30 years or so with IBM 
and their kind of rental model." 

Giera explains the fundamen- 
tals of the process this way. 



"Generally, the way this works is 
customers will pay a leasing fee 
for the software. They will have 
usage rights to that software for 
as long as they are paying the 
subscription fee. The term can 
be one year or it can be multi- 
year, as in the case of Microsoft. 
Microsoft has a three-year sub- 
scription program. At the end of 
that term, customers really have 
to either renew the subscription 
or remove the software. There 
are some companies that offer 
buy-out clauses at the end of the 
subscription." 

Leasing Offers Flexibility 

One benefit of leasing is the 
ability to spread payments out 
over the term of the lease rather 
than have a large up-front cost to 
purchase outright. Giera says 
that it also makes sense for com- 
panies that may not need the 



software in the long term. For 
example, a company that may be 
acquired in the next year or two 
may decide to lease rather than 
purchase its software. 

Another feature is the ability to 
upgrade to newer versions of the 
software during the lease period, 
but Giera cautions that this may 
or may not be included. "Again, 
let me use Microsoft as an 
example: Microsoft's sub- 
scription program contains 
software assurance — their 
maintenance. And so a 
company signing up for 
that would have rights to 
any updates that are re- 
leased during the period of 
time." But some companies 
require a maintenance fee 
in addition to the subscrip- 
tion. 

Microsoft Windows XP is 
just one of many software 
packages that can be 
licensed rather than 
purchased. 



She points out another factor 
that may tilt the balance toward 
subscription. "How likely is it that 
you will be making a transition 
from that software suite to some- 
thing else? So a very small com- 
pany that was maybe looking at 
open source perhaps would want 
to lease from Microsoft for a peri- 
od of time and then make [the] 




transition. But you really have to 
consider how long will that transi- 
tion really take because during the 
transition, you still [need] usage 
rights to the software." 

Not For Everyone 

Leasing does have a downside, 
however. The major one is cost. 
"It's more expensive for you to 
lease the software than it is to 
make the up-front purchase and 
depreciate that purchase over the 
leasing period of time. Microsoft, 
for example, gives a 15% dis- 
count on an annual basis for leas- 
ing the software so that the pric- 
ing of that is 15% less than actu- 
ally buying," says Giera. In other 
words, if you buy a $200 copy of 
WinXP, you pay it once, and 
you're done. If you enter a three- 
year subscription program, you're 
going to pay $170 a year for three 
years, or $510 total. 

"It's going to fit for certain 
customers in certain situations," 
says Giera. "If that same small 
business has to lay out $30,000 
in that first year to buy software, 
that's a big expenditure for a lot 
of companies. And so, the other 
thing is from a financial perspec- 
tive, leases can be treated as 
expenses." 

She continues, "That's why very 
large companies with relatively sta- 
ble and consistent technology 
plans, who know where they're

HP Brings High-End Storage 
To The Midrange Customer

It's been a tough quarter for HP stor- 
age. In August the Palo Alto firm reported 
total storage revenue of $709 million for 
its third quarter. As high as that is, a close 
look at the numbers shows that HP's 
online storage unit, which includes the 
EVA (Enterprise Virtual Array) for mid- 
sized companies and XP arrays for large 
companies, lost 23% year over year. HP's 
nearline tape business was down some 
16%. Overall, total storage was down 
15% year over year. 

And it's not for lack of demand. Ac- 
cording to a new report by research firm 
IDC, the worldwide demand for storage con- 
tinues to grow with a 41.2% year-over-year 



increase in the second quarter. (Otherwise 
put, 275 petabytes of storage capacity were 
shipped from April to June.) 

Yet despite retrenchments, HP still led 
the world in disk storage with 23% total 
market share, roundly beating rivals IBM 
and EMC alike. Why? 

According to Richard Bruklis of HP's 
storage marketing unit, HP is ahead of the 
curve in meeting the needs of the SMB. 
"We've long concentrated on SMB stor- 
age," he says, "though the industry sees 
that as something of a new field." 

He continues, "What you're seeing here is 
a bigger, better, faster, cheaper type of men- 
tality, where a lot of those enterprise features 
that have been around for a long time are 
moving into the SMB space."

According to Bruklis, HP is bringing 
enterprise products to the SMB at price

I Since Peter Blackburn 
and I finished our book 
on SQL Server Reporting 
Services (www.sqlreporting 
services.net), I've been work- 
ing on another book on the 
next release of SQL Server 
and Visual Studio. I expect 
we'll see these on the shelf 
about this time next year, but 
that's still a long ways off. 
And with Microsoft, any date 
more than six months away is 
pretty soft. That's understand- 
able as it's really tough to 
coordinate two large groups 
like the SQL Server and 
Visual Studio. It's like trying 
to get your dog to learn 
to fetch ducks using your 
daughter's pet as a test sub- 
ject. The dog is willing, but 
the duck takes exception to 
being carried out of the water 
by its neck — albeit gingerly. 

I've been watching the evo- 
lution of this new version of 
the .NET Framework devel- 
oper's toolset for several 
years now — even before the 
2000 version shipped. When 
the first ADO.NET appeared 



in beta form, we were sur- 
prised to see that while the 
data access interface was 
called ADO, it bore little 
resemblance to its replace- 
ment. The folks at Microsoft 
were somewhat afraid if they 
called it something else that 
the developers would not 
adopt it. Frankly, I think this 
was a mistake. When you go 
to the store to buy a Coke, 
you have certain expectations 
when you open the can. 
Changing the formula and 
using the same name can 
have dire consequences on 
your credibility as a soft 
drink provider. Most of us 
have gotten over that issue. I 
went to professional counsel- 
ing for awhile in an attempt 
to get rid of the nightmares. 
They diagnosed my condition 
as Post ADO Upgrade Syn- 
drome, which is a fairly com- 
mon malady. 

AD0.NET vs. ADO 
"Classic" Concurrency 

ADO.NET took an entire- 
ly different approach to

managing data. It still let 
developers open connections 
and run queries, and it did so 
fairly quickly and efficiently. 
However, when it came to 
updating the rowsets, it made 
a radical departure. ADO 
"Classic" (the old COM- 
based ADO) built the UP- 
DATE, INSERT, and DE- 
LETE SQL on the fly at run 
time by using the Update 
Criteria property to let the 
developer choose what type 
of concurrency SQL to build. 
You could choose to lever- 
age the TimeStamp, just the 
changed columns, all of the 
columns, or you could sim- 
ply force through the UP- 
DATE. This meant that the 
action queries would run 
more quickly on the server 
and permit applications to 
scale better. It also meant 
that the developer could tune 
the concurrency handling for 
each operation if need be. 

ADO. NET's approach was 
to force developers to either 
use the CommandBuilder, 
which has a litany of prob- 
lems of its own, or to roll 
their own action queries: one 
for each action query. The 
idea here was to leverage the 
developer's ability to write 
appropriate action queries 
that matched the concurrency 
model already in place. This 
consumes CPU time and

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developer brain cycles at 
design time, which reduces 
the load at run time. While I 



like this approach, in all of 
the ADO.NET versions up 
until now, the option to gen- 
erate more appropriate action 
queries was left out of the 
product. Sadly, it's also miss- 
ing from the 2005 version. 
"We thought about it, but we 
didn't have time," was the 
response from Microsoft. 
The only way that the Data- 
Adapter Configuration Wiz- 
ard or the CommandBuilder 
knows how to test for con- 
currency is via the "brute 
force" method which com- 
pares all columns of the orig- 
inal row with the contents of 
the server- side row — even if 
there are 100 columns to test 
and only one has changed. 
These wizards and code gen- 
erators ignore the most typi- 
cal and most efficient colli- 
sion detection mechanism: 
the TimeStamp column. I 
hear that this might be fixed 
in the next release, which 
could be five years away. 

Designing For Concurrency 

While we're talking about 
collisions, I also want to get 
something else off my chest. 
I listened to a very bright 
gentleman talk about the new 
ADO.NET at the user group 
this week. He got on my bad 
side when all of his examples 
did SELECT * FROM <some- 
table> with no WHERE clause 



(one of my pet peeves). But 
what really got me riled was 
how he described the way 
concurrency works. It seems 
to me we as developers spend 
far too much time trying to 
figure out how to untangle a 
concurrency collision and not 
enough time designing the 
database to prevent collisions 
in the first place. 

Over the last 30 years or so 
I've reviewed quite a few 
database designs. The good 
ones are built from the 
ground up to prevent the situ- 
ations that call for the devel- 
oper to decide which wins — 
the update from Betty or the 
delete from Bob. This ap- 
proach is like trying to decide 
where to position the ambu- 
lances in a busy city so that 
when cars collide at unguard- 
ed intersections they can 
come pick up the dead and 
wounded more efficiently. 
No, I really think that many 
databases could be segment- 
ed to prevent the opportunity 
for two operations to be exe- 
cuted on the same row. This 
means the new "optimistic" 
concurrency used by ADO 
.NET has an excellent chance 
of working, even if it uses 
brute-force methods to re- 
solve the collisions.

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Data Management & WINFS 



I One of the most chal- 
I lenging areas in storage 
today is data management. 
Beyond data redundancy 
applications like backup and 
snapshot, it's not clear how 
much data management there 
actually is in the world. For 
starters, I'm not quite sure 
why backup should even be 
considered part of data man- 
agement. After all, it doesn't 
really manage much — it just 
creates additional copies of 
data on tape that have to be 
managed by administrators. 
Management should make 
things easier, not more diffi- 
cult. 

Data management should 
instead increase our under- 
standing of what data is 
stored, including some 
notion of why files exist, as 
well as establishing some 
hierarchy of importance. 
Data management would 
help me identify the 30 or so 
different versions of the 
same presentation that exist 
on my desktop and help me 
figure out which ones to get 
rid of. Data management 
would identify that I have the 
file stored in three different 
directories (temp, applica- 
tion, and archive directories, 
for example), as well as still 



being an attachment in my 
email inbox. Data manage- 
ment would help me identify 
all related forms of data so I 
could figure out what I need 
and what I don't. 

Without data management, 
we end up keeping all our 
files just in case. We use the 
ever-expanding capacity of 
disk drives to grandfather our 
old data. The price we pay is 
slower access to data and tor- 
tured searches through our 
file systems looking for files 
we think might exist and 
have something we need. I 
believe this is actually a sig- 
nificant cost in many organi- 
zations. As disk drives ap- 
proach half a terabyte in size, 
it is amazing and disappoint- 
ing to think we could have 
several hundred gigabytes 
dedicated to obsolete data 
that we don't know what else 
to do with. 

20 Years Of Nothing 
Leading Up To Longhorn 

It's hard to understand 
why so little progress has 
been made in data manage- 
ment over the past 20 years 
considering how fast every- 
thing else in technology has 
changed. Although there 
was a change from the old 




FAT file system to NTFS in 
Windows operating systems, 
NTFS did nothing meaning- 
ful to help users and admin- 
istrators manage data more 
effectively.

The main shortcoming is 
the lack of information about 
the data we store, also known 
as metadata. We have attrib- 
utes that indicate who owns a 
file or when it was accessed 
most recently, but we don't 
have contextual metadata that 
characterizes files and pro- 
vides actionable information. 
Most importantly, we keep 
no information about the con- 
tent of the file itself. 

So here is where Microsoft 
comes in. From its inception, 
Microsoft has done very little 
to make data more manage- 
able in its systems. Then it 
started talking about its next 
operating system, Longhorn, 



and the new WINFS file sys- 
tem that was supposed to 
elevate data management 
through the creation of 
extended metadata. WINFS 
was going to allow users, 
administrators, and applica- 
tion developers to add mean- 
ingful data management 
information and automation 
to their files. There was no 
way of knowing precisely 



what the vision of WINFS 
was inside Microsoft, but at 
least it was a step in the right 
direction. 

Oops! Fooled Again 

Then on August 27, Mi- 
crosoft announced sweeping 
changes to the Longhorn 
plan. While its Indigo and 
Avalon Internet and graphics 
features would see accelerat- 
ed release dates to work with 
Windows XP, it was an- 
nounced that WINFS would 
be delayed and released 
sometime after the product's 
general availability. Specu- 
lation suggests it would be 
part of a Service Pack 1 
release for Longhorn. This 
puts the release of WINFS in 
2007 or 2008. This is not 
exactly good news for people 
looking for data management 
relief in the next eternity of 
four years. 

The alarming question 
is whether WINFS is actual- 
ly still an important ele- 
ment for Microsoft. While 
other operating system fea- 
tures were accelerated, data

management appears to 
have taken a back seat for 
the time being. Despite its 
claims, it's not clear if Mi- 
crosoft ever intends to do 
anything about it now. 

By planning to introduce 
WINFS as an upgrade, it's 
obvious that WINFS is more 
of an add-on to the file sys- 
tem and is not really a part of 
the core file system technolo- 
gy. It's difficult to believe 
that Microsoft would expect 
customers to go through a 
file system upgrade as part of 
what is anticipated to be a 
bug-fix process. Recent ex- 
perience with SP2 for Win- 
dows XP indicates a strong 
resistance to radical system 
changes like a file system 
upgrade would be. 

So from my perspective, 
the question for Microsoft is 
not so much their timetable 
for Longhorn; rather, it is 
their timetable and rollout 
plans for WINFS. The prob- 
lem is that once Microsoft 
sets its sights on something, 
other vendors tend to drop 
out of the race believing it 
to be a bad business invest- 
ment. It appears that we are 
stuck with Microsoft's plans 
and our unresolved data 
management needs.

care about the technical 
merits of a new technolo- 
gy; they only care about 
how much they could sell 
it for and how much it will 
cost them to provide that 
service. 

Technology developments 
inevitably come in steps. As 
technology users, we want to 
fast forward to the latest and 
greatest step. As technology 
providers, the carriers see 
the steps differently. They 
see an opportunity to make a 
dollar on each step. They 
want to leverage every 
ounce of their existing 
investments before they 
offer just enough of a new 



technology to pacify the 
immediate demands of their 
customers. Considering the 
millions of dollars they have 
already invested in 3G cellu- 
lar systems, I cannot imag- 
ine the carriers working in 
earnest to deploy faster sys- 
tems like WiMax until they 
have earned back their in- 
vestment dollars and more 
from 3G. 

A scenario where the tel- 
cos adopt new technologies 
more quickly could happen if 
those solutions are also more 
cost-effective to deploy. 
Then the carrier becomes a 
user in addition to being a 
provider, and its motivations 
will more closely resemble 
our own. Unfortunately, only 
time will tell if this happens. 
Initial cost projections look 
promising, but we must re- 
member there are some 
rather significant technical 
barriers, like handoffs be- 
tween towers, that develop- 
ers must overcome before we 
can associate a final cost 
with any of the emerging 
technologies. 

Monopoly 

Clearly, the 2G and 2.5G 
cellular systems predominant 
today lack the bandwidth we 
need to perform anything 
but the most basic data com- 
munications. 3G systems 



certainly hold more promise, 
but they still do not have the 
kind of raw horsepower that 
will get us into the next gen- 
eration of mobile applica- 
tions like VoIP. I sincerely 
hope I am underestimating 
the impact of competition 
among carriers, but having 
observed their actions for 
several years now, I tend to 
think of "telco competition" 
as an urban legend. 

As a technophile, I find it 
sad to see technology im- 
peded by capitalism. As an 
IT manager, I have to ac- 
cept it as reality and plan 
accordingly. I liken the situ- 
ation to that of Microsoft. 
Love them or hate them; if 
you look at how deep their 
pockets are, you have to 
acknowledge that their 
financial prowess makes it 
very difficult for startup 
software developers to go 
head-to-head with them. I 
see the incumbent carriers 
in much the same way. 
They have the money and 
power to make sure my 
wireless alternatives are 
limited. As long as that fact 
remains unchanged, my 
mobile initiatives will have 
to follow their timeline 
instead of mine.

LeftHand has noted that by 
building a SAN that uses existing 
Ethernet infrastructure, it elimi- 
nates the need for expensive Fibre 
Channel components, as well as 
the complexity associated with 
Fibre Channel SANs. The Left-

and hardware, and pricing starts at 
$15,000 for a complete, fully fea- 
tured solution. 

The Enterprise Storage Group's 
Gerr is fond of LeftHand because 
he thinks it started off with a solid 
product and has stayed strong. As 
many SMEs contemplate making 
the switch from tape to a SAN or 
NAS environment, he thinks the 
company should garner even 
more interest. 

Companies such as LeftHand 
Networks, FalconStor, and others 
prove that when it comes to prod- 
ucts, sometimes size and marketing 
budget makes no difference. After 
all, who better understands the 
needs of smaller companies than 
small companies? "It's good to see 
what smaller players are doing," 
says Gerr. "More is happening with 
them than you might expect."

blades for the Titan. This will ultimately 
save our customers extra cost and effort."

IBM Hears The Call Of SMEs 



Eager to reach the growing SME storage market, IBM recently announced two 
entry-level arrays designed to help the world's largest IT firm compete with arch- 
rivals EMC and Dell. 

The DS300 iSCSI array (IBM's first iSCSI array), which includes a single controller 
but no disks, retails for less than $3,000. For $5,600 users can buy a dual-con- 
troller model. The DS400 Fibre Channel array can be purchased for roughly 
$5,000, not including the cost of its hard drives, which retail around $2,200 for four 
146GB models. 

According to channel resellers, these low-cost units will appeal to cost-conscious 
SMEs who tend to view storage as a commodity and buy products based largely 
on price. Both models will be available later this month. 

In other news, Big Blue renamed its popular FAStT midrange array series. The 
FAStT 100 became the DS4100 (shown in the accompanying chart), the FAStT 
600 became the DS4300, the FAStT 700 became the DS4400, and the FAStT 900 
became the DS4500. 
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division, "in the automated library 
environment, you can't make a big- 
ger and bigger cartridge — the car- 
tridge is going to stay the same 
size.

The tape's native capacity of 
300GB lets firms store massive 
file sets on the world's cheapest 
medium, and the technology 
roadmap for the tape lets IBM and 
Fujifilm take 3592 to 1TB, and 
eventually 10TB, in the near 
future. 

Of course, any firm as large as 
IBM has far more to offer its stor- 
age clients than virtualization and 
new tape technologies. Consult 
the "A Bevy Of Options" sidebar 
on page 7 for a brief view of some 
of IBM's more popular storage 
technologies for the growing 
SME.

Unlike individual computer owners and 
most SOHOs, for whom software mainte- 
nance is an occasional task, IT departments 
at small to midsized enterprises are all but 
guaranteed to have software management 
tasks every day, such as patch/version 
deployments, new system imaging, and 
migrating users' settings to new machines.

license compliance, and patch manage- 
ment. It also includes an MSI Packaging 
feature for using Windows Installer. 

According to Palmer, WinlNSTALL can 
deliver system images made by third-party 
tools such as Ghost. Or, he adds, "We can 
create a hidden partition on the system con- 
taining the files needed to boot a system to 
the network and then run an unattended 
install of the OS." 

OnDemand's PC Migration System, 
based on the PC Migration engine from 
Tranxition (www.tranxition.com/pc_mi 
gration.shtml), allows IT to remotely 
save/back up, restore, and transfer aspects 
of a user's "PC personality," such as OS 
and application settings, email profiles, and 
data files, and to create migration policies 
that can be applied to an individual 



machine or a group of machines, such as an 
Active Directory OU (Organization Unit). 

Competition for WinlNSTALL Suite 
includes Microsoft SMS, Altiris Client 
Management Suite, and LANdesk. One 
significant difference, claims Palmer, is 
that WinlNSTALL requires no dedicated 
hardware platform. In addition, at $25 per 
seat, the suite compares favorably with 
its competition. "Altiris costs roughly 
$70 per PC; LANdesk is $50 to $55," 
says Palmer. 

According to Palmer, customers are 
using WinlNSTALL to manage as few as 
100 PCs to more than 50,000 PCs. "It's not 
a complex product to install and configure, 
so even a small company with a part-time 
administrator can put our product up and be 
successful."

Powerful Technology Keeps 
Backup Tapes Secure

Author William S. Burroughs once said, "A paranoid is 
someone who knows a little of what's going on." Anyone 
who's felt the pain of losing data without a backup knows 
that backing up data is a good practice. Although backing 
up information is good, encrypting backup data is even bet- 
ter, and it can make a major difference when backup tapes 
are lost or stolen. 

Case in point: In March 2004, Citibank discovered that a 
backup tape containing sensitive data about more than 
100,000 of its customers had been missing for about a 
month. Although it was not known whether any of the data 
had been leaked to third parties, Citibank nevertheless had 
to issue a written apology and explanation to each customer 
whose information was on the missing backup tape. Had 
that data been securely encrypted, the chance of leakage of 
sensitive data would have been substantially reduced or 
even eliminated. 

Enter Paranoia2 

In 1996, a Swiss banking consortium had Digital Interac- 
tive Solutions of Wellingborough, U.K., develop an encryp- 
tion device called Paranoia for its specialized security needs. 
Digital Security International is an information security com- 
pany specializing in storage security using Paranoia2, the sec- 
ond generation of high-speed hardware encryption devices 
manufactured by Digital Interactive Solutions to encrypt data 
stored electronically on backup tapes. 

How It Works 

Paranoia2 easily integrates with the storage environment 
already in place in your system. According to Digital 
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Digital Security International 



Interactive Solutions, "Paranoia2 is platform-independent 
and transparent to the operating system, providing on-the- 
fly tape encryption. After a simple installation between a 
host server and tape drive, Paranoia2 is configured with 
ParaSoft, a Windows GUI that enables a user to enter a 
password, select the encryption key, and choose an encryp- 
tion mode such as DES or 3DES. Next, the user will acti- 
vate Secure mode, and subsequently all data written to the 
backup tape will be encrypted." 

To decrypt its data, an encrypted tape must pass 
through the Paranoia2 device. Users are provided with 
encryption keys that are to be stored in a secure location, 
as should their passwords. Digital Interactive suggests 
that a bank safety deposit box or similar secure site be 
used to house the extra hardware key that it provides with 
each unit. 

Safeguarding Data 

Not only do companies need to back up their important 
data, but they need to further secure those backup data 
tapes, as well, notably via encryption. Organizations of all 
sizes need to consider two important factors when focusing 
on backup data. 

In the event of an emergency, having stored information 
readily accessible and retrievable, so that operations may con- 
tinue unimpeded, is vital. Nevertheless, most small to mid- 
sized businesses do not protect this data, even though the data 
for an entire organization can be backed up onto one tape. 

The second factor to keep in mind is client confidentiali- 
ty, specifically as required by legislation such as HIPAA 
and Gramm-Leach-Bliley. Patient and customer informa- 
tion must be kept confidential. Large firms, including 
VISA, MasterCard, American Express, and Discover, have 
taken steps to ensure that the companies that process their 
clients' credit card information secure that data in a safe 
electronic format. 

It is also important to note that organizations of all sizes 
that use third-party companies to store their backups should 
consider encrypting their data. Many companies consider 
themselves secure by implementing firewalls and VPNs; 
however, they often forget they are making full backups of 
their data on tapes unencrypted and sending them offsite, 
outside the control of their organization.

Rounding It All Out 

About seven years ago, EMC's storage line largely com- 
prised high-end products for a high-service level, mission-crit- 
ical type of environment. Since then, EMC acquired Data 
General, which enabled EMC to build on its CLARiiON prod- 
uct to the extent that Steinhardt claims it is the "the most popu- 
lar and successful midranged storage family in the market." 

Secondly, EMC has sought to perfect its Centera offering, 
which is a fixed concept technology for storage management 
of data that is written only once but needs to stay online. 



"Applications include compliance or archival use, which by 
definition you would never change, such as an MP3 file,"

Continuing to bring its lessons 
learned from the mainframe 
world to its new, sub-mainframe 
products, IBM recently intro- 
duced new 64-bit-capable, x86- 
compatible products for its 
eServer xSeries. The new addi- 
tions bring reliability, availabili- 
ty, and maintainability benefits 
typically associated with HPC 
(High-Performance Computing)- 
class systems to x86 (Windows, 
Linux) environments. 

The new products include the 
eServer BladeCenter, new one- 
way and two-way servers, and 
the IntelliStation Z Pro work- 
station, based on Intel Xeon 
and P4 processors with 64-bit 
extensions. 

"We've taken lessons from 
mainframes and HPC and applied 
them to the hardware and soft- 
ware design for smaller systems 
for this mainstream part of the 
market," notes Stuart McRae, 
marketing manager for IBM's 
eServer xSeries. For example, 



says McRae, IBM's Calibrated 
Vector Cooling addresses the 
challenge that "processors get 
harder to cool when you put 
lots of 1U [servers] in a dense 
environment." 

John Humphreys, research 
manager in IDC's Enterprise 
Computing Group, agrees: "IBM 
has done a really effective job of 
pulling and borrowing design 
processes and technologies from 
its P, I, and Z Series systems and 
moving them down to the X 
Series." 

For systems like these, "the 
opportunity for vendors like IBM 
to add value is in the design of 
the motherboard and chassis; in 
the power, cooling, and packag- 
ing; and in the management soft- 
ware," observes Jonathan Eunice, 
principal analyst at Illuminata. 
Also, he notes, "IBM is refresh- 
ing a lot of products all at once, 
which is fairly impressive."

Dual Cores Will Cache In 

As processor designs 
become more expen- 
sive and difficult, 
developers are look- 
ing for ways to manage power and 
improve processor performance 
without dramatic new size reduc- 
tions or other technologies. One 
solution for added processor per- 
formance is multiple cores (putting 
more than one processor core on 
the same processor die). One key 
design issue with multicore pro- 
cessors is handling the cache. 
Processors have long included 
cache memory — an area of high- 
speed memory included directly on 
the processor die itself. Cache 
improves processor operation by 
holding the instructions and data 
used most frequently, reducing the 
need for time-consuming read 
cycles to the main system RAM. 

As both AMD and Intel move to 
implement dual-core processors, 
each core will also include its own 



cache memory pool. AMD expects 
to include dual cache in its Opteron 
processor, and Intel plans dual 
cache for the Montecito; both 
processors are expected in 2005. 
IBM already has a dual-core 
processor with its Power 4, but 
IBM shares the cache rather than 
splitting it. IBM argues that a sin- 
gle shared cache allows each core 
to access common data but requires 
more design work to implement 
properly. 

Chips Get Tough 

j^ There's nothing new 
about heat in semi- 
V conductor devices. 
Today's processors 
and graphics chips can require 
extensive cooling to maintain safe 
operating conditions. However, 
future chips based on silicon car- 
bide (SiC) may allow a new gener- 
ation of chips that need no cooling 
and withstand extreme environ- 
ments. Researchers in Japan have 
recently developed a means of 



building low-defect SiC wafers 
using a high-temperature gas. SiC 
transistors have exhibited much 
lower power loss, higher efficien- 
cy, and higher voltage capabilities 
than silicon-based transistors. Such 
attributes make SiC an excellent 
choice for real-world devices such 
as engine controllers. Although 
SiC is a semiconductor (like sili- 
con), its use has been severely lim- 
ited because of its extremely high 
melting point and hardness. It may 
take several years before this new 
SiC fabrication technique is fully 
ready for commercial applications. 

Faster Wi-Fi On The Horizon 

I 802. llg proved to 
I be a major mile- 
I W stone for wireless 
network develop- 
ment, boosting the relatively 
slow 11Mbps speeds of 802.11b 
up to 54Mbps. However, plans 
are already underway for the 
next wireless standard: 802.1 In. 
In its basic form, 802.1 In will 



implement actual throughput to 
100Mbps, but at this early stage, 
the IEEE is still considering 
proposals from outside develop- 
ment groups. 

One group called WWiSE 
(www.wwise.org) has proposed 
use of the 20MHz radio band to 
help ensure global radio spec- 
trum compliance. Their propos- 
als also include the use of 
MIMO-OFDM (multiple-input, 
multiple-output orthogonal fre- 
quency division multiplexing) 
technology for high-speed data 
transfers. The WWiSE proposal 
further includes backward com- 
patibility with current Wi-Fi 
standards. 

Once all proposals are received 
and studied, a draft of 802.1 In is 
expected by mid-2005, with a rat- 
ified standard following in late 
2006 or early 2007. It is likely 
that 802.1 In "draft-compliant" 
products will begin appearing 
around the time that a draft is 
released by the IEEE.

Improve IT 
Efficiency 

nLayers Seeks IT Optimization Through 
Proactive Monitoring & Reporting

IT resources are no longer simply a means 
to communicate between employees or manage 
files. Today's IT infrastructure forms the back- 
bone of modern business, letting employees, 
business partners, and even customers place 
orders and access suitable company resources. 
However, IT demands are frequently overesti- 
mated or overplanned, resulting in wasted IT 
resources that invariably impact the corporate 
bottom line. The push is on for administrators 
and IT planners to examine and track their IT 
resources more closely, aligning those resources 
with measurable IT activity. 

Wading Through Waste 

According to Gili Raanan, founder and CEO 
of nLayers, Gartner reports claim that at least 
20% of the worldwide IT budget is wasted, and 
a majority of funding is spent simply to maintain 
existing applications. "The larger, more com- 
plex, and more distributed a company is, the 
higher the risk of waste, miscommunication, and 
under-utilized resources. 50% of capex [capital 
expense] budget in the average Fortune 2000 
company is spent on IT, and 40% of software 
projects fail to meet business objectives." This 
itself is a disturbing figure that suggests pur- 
chasers do not properly understand business 
needs and objectives. "Further, it is estimated 
that 70% of IT budgets are dedicated to main- 
taining existing applications." With so much 
funding spent on maintenance, only a small 
amount remains for improvements and new 
technologies. 

But perhaps the greatest waste of IT re- 
sources occurs in resource use. Raanan says that 
the average server use in a Fortune 2000 com- 
pany is only around 10%. This leaves 90% of 
the company's IT resources sitting idle (includ- 
ing servers, networks, and applications). This 



represents a huge expense in capital equipment 
sitting unused most of the time. 

Common Sense Cuts Waste 

Each enterprise has unique IT needs and uses 
a distinctly different infrastructure, so there are 
no universal rules for cutting waste. Still, 
Raanan notes that a healthy dose of common

sense monitoring and planning can point most 
companies in the right direction. Raanan says 
that companies need a solid means of measuring 
application usage (how many business users 
access each application in an average week). 
Administrators must also understand the rela- 
tionship between infrastructure hardware and 
those applications and then factor in the number 
and costs of those application licenses. 

Raanan says, "[Companies] can easily shave 
20% off their budget in a very straightforward 
way by terminating application licenses and 
servers which are underutilized. They could 
realize an additional 20% [savings] with better 
resource sharing." Part of the problem, Raanan 
says, is that companies often purchase licenses 
based on inflated purchase recommendations. 
"When investing in new software or infrastruc- 
ture components, like servers, do not use 
'industry accepted numbers' to make purchas- 



ing decisions, such as 10% of number of 
employees for desktop software." Instead, pur- 
chases should be tailored to individual corpo- 
rate needs. 

Still, not all excess should automatically be 
cut, especially when it comes to your critical 
business applications. Raanan explains, "Stop- 
ping maintenance for very expensive software 
licenses that you may need may not let you 
recover (renew maintenance) later, so good 
capacity planning and visibility into growth 
trends is absolutely critical." 

Monitoring Is Essential 

In order to truly evaluate wasted resources, it's 
important to measure the use of IT resources 
across applications. This is virtually impossible 
to do manually, but a new generation of moni- 
toring appliances is emerging to perform exactly 
this type of task. nLayers InSight product is one 
potential alternative. "First, nLayers InSight tells 
you what you do have, what applications are 
running, who is using them, when they are being 
used. Then, nLayers InSight monitors changes 
to the environment against a baseline and will 
point out ways that resources are being under- 
used, poorly allocated, or ineffective so that 
companies can optimize their application envi- 
ronments and save costs." 

The InSight agentless appliance is designed 
for mid- to large-scale organizations (with sever- 
al hundred servers and up), yet the passive 
device can be installed and running in under an 
hour, and it does not affect the existing IT infra- 
structure at all. Raanan says, "The appliance 
connects to a 'Monitoring Port' on your switch 
that allows it to passively observe the traffic that 
goes through the switch without modifying the 
traffic or sending new packets to your network. 
There is no need to install additional agent soft- 
ware on your servers for nLayers InSight to col- 
lect the information." 

nLayers InSight is $45,000 per appliance and 
is also available via subscription for $2,438 per 
month. Once installed, the appliance monitors 
applications, tracks demand and utilization 
changes, and then provides reports and recom- 
mendations intended to help optimize the appli- 
cation environment and reduce costs.
